Evading Simon's Point 


One of the major difficulties in 


debating economics in Congress is that 
there are always those who prefer to 
engage in emotional arguments rather 
thao-discuss the merits, or lack of 
theffl, of a proposal. So it was when 
Treasury Secretary • William Simon 
made his appearance before the'House 
Ways and Means Committee. 


Simon's testimony centered around 


his;proposal that the way to rebuild the 
economy into a sound prosperity was 
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to reduce corporate taxation so that 
business could retain more of its 
profits for reinvestment. Specifically, 
Simon wants the double taxation on 
corporate earnings eliminated in 
several steps on tbe next six years. 


About half the tax savings under the 


administration's plan would be passed 
along to the individual stockholders, 
with the other half retained by the 
corporations. By Simon's' estimate, 


< over the next 10 years American in- 


dustry is going to have to invest $4.5 
trillion in new plants and equipment to 
remain competitive and to provide 
'millions of new jobs. 


That was the basic Simon presenta- 


tion. But before be got very far, 
chairman Al Ullman of Oregon voiced 
his opposition to any tax changes 
which would "shift the burden from 
corporations to individuals." As if 
corporations were not run by people 
and stockholders were not real, live 
individuals. 


So it went with arguments from 


several other committee members. 
There was some wailing and much 
breast beat ins, but strangely no one 
talked 
about 
Simon's economic 


prescription: Namely, that the way to 
create new jobs and greater produc- 
tivity is through massive new industry 
development made ponibfe by tower 
business taxes. 


Demagogues like Ullman are per- 


fectly willing to -zap America's 
working class with ever-higher federal 
taxes and constantly-rising social 
security levies. All that does to rob 
working men and women of tbt fniito 
of their tabor.

chub fishing in Lake Michigan 
without a research permit IMS 
been Iwued by Department of 
Natural Resource* Director 
Howard A. Tanner la an effort 
to gave the fish from extinction. 


DNR fisheries experts said 


Lake Michigan chub popula- 
tions have been greatly reduced 
lit recent years because of com- 
mercial fishing, competition 
from alewives and smelt, and 
'from predation from lampreys. 


"Only limited numbers of the 


bloater species of chubs remain 
in Lake Michigan, although at 
one time seven species were 
known to have lived in the 
lake," said John Scott, DNR 
Great Lakes fish expert. 


Tanner cited similar con- 


cerns, based primarily on 
studies conducted by Fisheries 
Division before and after a 197} 
agreement with fisheries of- 


ficials from Wisconsin, Olinote 
and Indiana. Those studies led 
to individual Mate rule* to cur- 
tail commercial chub fishing as 
"necessary to conserve remain- 
ing stocks of chub.s." 


"The DNR finds that the 


sharply falling production per 
unit ot tUhing effort indicates 
that the chub resource in Lake 
Michigan is in a serious Mate of 
decline," remarked Tanner. 


"The great reduction1 in 


abundance ot chubs since the 
IMO's almost certainly is ot a 
magnitude sufficient to severely 
limit reproduction," the DNR 
director explained. "Because of 
a long-term decline In recruit- 


ment, there It now no harvest*- 
bie surplus of chub* in, Like 
Mtchgan."

There's an old saying that 10 per 
cent of the fishermen catch 90 
per cent of the fish 


It's probably true, much to 


the disgust of «0 per cent of the 
fishermen. 


Larry Marek, as enthusiastic 


a fisherman as ever was, con- 
tends paying attention to book 
sites can'help put you Into the 
magic 10 per cent. 
' "I don't care if you cast an 
artificial bait from the banks or 
troll from a 46-footer," Marek 
said "Hook sizes and types are 
one of the most Important fac- 
tors In using artificial baits." 


Marek explained most car' 


nlvorous species of fteh —those 
that feed mostly on smaller fish 
— are used Jo feeding on dying, 
wounded or darting fish. 


"Your artificial baits must 


represent this in the eye* of the 
fish' you are trying to catch. 
This applies to bass, pUce, trout, 
salmon; walleye* and others. 


"All artificial balls hive what 


' Is called their optimum speed. 
That's the speed through the 
water they are designed for.' 
That speed makes them work 
the best in Imitating small fish. 


"You can, in most cases, 


change the optimum speed of 
the bait* you «re using merely 
by changing the stoe ot the 
hocks. 
; "Consider what happens If 
your trolled or cast bait picks up 
a tiny bit of weed. Blah! Most of 
the action disappears, and you 
are pulling in a wet rag," 
Marek said.

deftly changed hooks on some 
lures.
